Wall for 
prosecution and iMr. ;M. W. T. Drake for 
defence. 

.Mr. A. E. H. Davie stated the circnm- 
stauces of the cuau so far as he had been 
instructed, which were that on or about 
tho 'J-lth of August, 1881, the defendant 
sold some whiskey to Mrs. Heal of L-iko 
district. This was found in ;v j.ir in her 
wagon by the [ilaintilf who callcil Sergl. 
Bloomtield's attention to it. 

C. (Jiesaloinann, sworn — On the '_'llh 
.■Viigust Mrs. 1 leal bought two gallons <.f 
rye whiskey from witness, but did not 
lake it away because she Imd no jar to 
put it in; her wagon wa.-i standing infroiil 
of McBroom's store; she went to borrow 
a jar from McHroom aiul roturiiod in ten 
minutes or a quarter of an hour, but with- 
out a jar and said she was sorry to trouble 
witnes!, but she had bought the li.|Uur 
with a jar from the store just abo\ e and 
did not want what .she had purcha.sed at 
his store; wont to her wagnn about L'O 
niiiuites after .■ilie returned the seo.uul 
time and calleil sergeant Bloomliidd's at- 
tention to a jar of liquor in the wagon: 
he tastoil it and said it was whiskey, sure 
enough. 

To Mr. Drake- Un yon not think that 
you are as good a jtidge of \vhiski'\ ;is (he 
sergeant ? (Laughter.) 

Witness continued — Defendant heaid 
him tell sergeant Blooudield that he 
thought tho whiskey was bought from de 
fondant's store; defendant said, " ynii 
can't prnve that.' 

(h'oss-e."s.ainini'il by Mr. Drake - I h I'en- 
dant Is carrying on the same kiiul ni liu.ii- 
ness as him.'!elf; the LMth .-Vugust was the 
correct ilato and not tho l-lth; did not 
take proceedings before because lie had 
not time; am tho prosecutor in the case 
with his partner, Mr. Bossi; sell whiskey 
at all prices; sidd rye whiskey at i!'_'.,")0 a 
gallon; was not .uiiioycd at losing the 
sale; look proceedings because it w;is 
very wrong for a brother Ddilfellow to 
treat him in that way, particuLirly as lie 
and Mr. Bossi had both assisted him; did 
not ask Mrs. Hoal where she had got the 
litpior; defendant did tho same thing last 
fall or the summer before; examined Mrs. 
Heal'a wagnn t(i make sure he w.as right. 

Mrs. Heal, Bwnrn -Kemeiiibered being 
in Bossi & Gicssleinann's store in August 
or September, 1881, to buy some rye 
whiskey; Mr. Uicsslumann attended upon 
her; did not take any away because he 
could not, or would not, lend a jar tn put 
it in; went away to get a jar ami returned 
in tell or lifteon minutes; tohl him she 
could do better elsewhere and left ; had 
not purchased any liquor at that time; 
purchased some that day of riirner. Bee- 
ton it Co. and drove !icr wnguli down for 
it; then drove back to McBroom's store 
and bought souu! grocciie-s; did not know 
whether anything was wrapped around 
the liquor; paid for it in ctish; wont to 
Turner, Beclon Cn.'.s at tlu! suggestion 
of defendant; there was no jar of whisky 
in the wagon at that time; bad never 
bought whiskey of JIc Broom at any time. 

Mr. Davto said his instructions wore 
incorrect, and he had no other course 
than to withdraw from the prn.secution as 
the c:iae had fallen tn the gr(uuul. 

Mr. Drake remarked that Mr. Mc- 
Broom had never sold liquor to any one 
since ho had been in business as a grocer. 
This was a case iu which one word from 
Mr. Giesslemanii to Mrs. Hetil would 
have saved all the proceedings. It was 
peraocution on the part of plaintill'. With 
reference tn a second caso nf soiling 
whiskey without a license in .-Vugust, 
1880, lie rom.arkcd that it w.-is ojitirely 
out of date, as it should have lioeii 
brought within throe months fr. in tho 
time thp otl'onco wa.s committed.

Tho ravages of the marine wvvm called 
the teredo navalis aro ho widespread and 
well known that any informati n tending 
to lesson them will be hailed with much 
satisfaction by those who have to keep 
ui) or build wliarvus and other structures 
ui)on piles partly under salt water. Tn 
uiijlit or nine years fir piles aro completely 
destroyed, eaton oil', in fact, by thw salt 
water borer; hence constant renewal has 
to be resorted to or copper sheathing, an 
outside covering of nails or some otliur 
oxpcnaive espediont adopted to preserve 
timber under such circumstances. Mr. 
Wm. Clark of this city has been oxpori- 
menting for many years and watching tho 
result of the Bubmersion of timber called 
Cottonwood and ho h.as come to the coii- 
clusion tluit the teredo will not touch it. 
I'he text lire of this wood seems to bo too 
soft and wo(dly for it to work until tho 
timber itself bogina to decay. Ho says 
that Cottonwood side by aide with fir un- 
der salt w:iter for manyJyo;ira shows that 
while the lir is completely eaten through 
the ..ther rcmaina intact, and that cutting 
into it with an aso fully domonstratea 
that t))c worm has not been at work on it 
at all. If Cotton wood will hear tho teat 
of further experhnont and is all that Mr. 
Clark claims for it, this discovery is really 
of very great iniportanco, xs tho supply 
I'f this timl.ier, on tho mainland particu- 
larly, is practically ino.xhaustible. It ia 
only a question of a littlo inoro tonnageto 
this city or other points on the coast wnere 
piles may be required.

N'exl day 
his Grace wished to undo what ho Inul 
done, and calling Cufle, ofltu'cd a com- 
promise " Your Gacc," said the gallant 
Knight, "I'd bo willing to do it, but 
Lady C'ufl'o would sooner part wid her 
life nor the title !'" Tho Canadian 
knights ai'e somewhat in the Sir 
Thady's position — thoy find that their 
countrymen deride their titles, and thoy 
would quietly drop thom if they could; 
but rcspeci; for her Majesty and, above 
all, a regard for domestic opinion for- 
bid it. Ft must grieve the heart of Sir 
Bernard Burke to see with what levity 
the Canadian journals speak of those 
who, according to tho old parchment, 
"have been found true, tried and trusty 
and worthy of this ancient mark of 
royal grace, favor and aflfection, ' One 
knight, having koj>t a drug store in his 
early days, is irreverntly called "Sir 
Bolus;'" another is known as "Sir ('lii- 
cago No. from his oecupation as a 
dusty miller; a third is duldjed ".Sir 
Mackerel," because he earned tho honor 
at tho Halifax Fishery Commission; 
and the fourth is styled "Sir Busted," 
inasmuch as ho was president of a bank 
which went down in the last panic. 
When tho loyal burges.ses of J'higland 
presented addresses to Oeorge 111, 
on his escape from the hands of Mai- 
garet Nicholson, tiio king dis- 
tributed titles very lavishly, and a 
"Knight of the Order of Peg Nichol- 
son" became an object of ridicule, and 
it was universally held that that brand 
of knighthood was so cliea|iand tawdry 
as these Nova Scotian baronetcies 
which ill the days of the Stuarts were 
sohl together with a land patent for 
what tlioy would fetch. In the I)o- 
minion, however, knighthood not only 
exposes the bearer to .scorn, but does 
not shield hiin from public insuit. (.)iir 
despatches this morning tell of a scene 
at Nanaimo, H. C., between Sir ('harles 
Tuppor audj Mr. Bunater, M. P. for 
that district. The British Columbians 
are a singularly democratic people. 
Most of tlieinare Indians ami Chinese, 
•while the white minority are cliieilv 
gratluatcs of the C'aliforniaii mining 
cainps and faro banks. IMr. Hunsler, 
too, is a very patriotic Irishman, and 
in his ))Iace in the Dominion House of 
Commons at Ottawa often thiimlers 
against the importation of e.\otics from 
the Herald's College. Mr. Runstor, 
altliough a political follower of Sir 
Charles, who is Dominion Minister of 
Railways, wants the Qoverninent to 
build a railway frnm the niainlaiul of 
British Columbia across the Gulf of 
Georgia or Queen Charlotte's Souml to 
Vancouver's Island, a project about as 
feasible as the construction of a road 
from Nantuclcel to the west coast of 
Cork, This Sir Charles refuseil to do, 
and so .Mr. Buiistcr lirst rccievcs him 
as a guest of the town, and then pub- 
licly falls upon and rends him. It was 
evidently a mistake for the Dominion 
Government to .send a Knight as its 
arabas.sador to the British Columbians.

"A forgotten territory" is the appro- 
priate titlo given by a writer in the 
report of the Berne Geographical So- 
ciety to ulittle bit of lanrl that seems to 
have- crojiped out of count when the 
victors were tlividing the sjioil of Na- 
poleon's fall, at the Congress of Vienna, 
in 1811. This territory originally 
formed part of the French Canton of 
Aubel, in the dejjartment of Oterthe, 
and when the commissioners came to 
traco the new frontier.s of I heir re- 
s])ective countries it was foiiiul that 
.Moiesnet, as the territoiy ist'alkd, hatl 
been allotted neither to Prussia nor 
Btdgiiini. It was wisely agreed that, 
pending a final decision of the two 
governments, tho territory should be 
under a common administi'atioii, which 
still exists, for the final deoision has 
III ver yet boon come to. .Mores- 
net has less than 3,000 inhabitants; 
has the same taxes as when un- 
der the French, which amount to mdy one 
franc a head all over; the tlescend.iiits of 
the original population are not liable to 
military service; Belgian and Prussian 
goods are oxem])! from import duties, and 
there are several other ]irivilogos whicii 
give this neutral territory all the advan- 
tages i;l complete independenco at a iinini- 
n;d cost. Moresnet possessea valuable zinc 
liiinea; hence, no doubt the iinwilliiigness 
of both Belgium and Prussia to give up> 
thuir rights. It is connucted with the 
outside world by a branch of tho Belgian 
railwaj- system, which cniinects it with 
.Miiiitejuio. The executive ])ower ia dele- 
gatetl by the two govi'rniiients t.i .i bur- 
goma.ster and their functionaries, and 
suitors can have their cases tried eitlier 
by Prussian or Belgian coiirt.s. The ter- 
ritory is govorncd by the Code Napoleon, 
a.s it wxs in 18L'I; it has several schools, 
and is under the ai)iritiial jurisdiction of 
the Bishop of Liege. Were the zinc 
iiiinos exhausted probably neither Prussia 
nor Belgium would care much about en 
forcing its rights.
